The Blinkers Delegation Arrive at an 
Agreement With the Qovernment- 
Kxports and Imports.

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. '22.— Tho bankers' 
delegation had a lengthy conference 
witli the government this afternoon, 
it is understood now an agreement has 
been arrived at on till points of banking 
legislation, except tho question of re- 
serve for the proposed safety fund, to 
which all banks must contribute for the 
purpose of redeeming notes of insol- 
vent banks, and which will bo under 
the management of the government. 
Every Canadian bank must make ar- 
rangements in each province for its 
notes to be taken at par, so that British 
Columbia notes will be accepted at 
their face yulue in Nova Scotia and vice 
versa. 

i'rince Arthur sails from India on 
March 13th for Pennng, Singapore and 
Yokohama, and thence to British Col- 
umbia. He will be the guest of Lord 
Stanley for some weeks.

A Vast Coal Land Scheme Said to 
He on Foot. 



Outline of a Project of tho Southern Pa- 
eltlc to Own Its Own Coal System 
-NoOuiclal News. 



San Frakcisco, Feb. 21.— Referring 

to a telegram from Now York that Htut- 
ed it was rumored there that C. P. 
Huntington was negotiating with Henry 
Villard, president, of tho Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company for the purchase of 
coal lands in Washington, the Chronicle 
will say to-morrow that the details of 
negotiations could not lie learned at tho 
.Southern Pacific headquarters yesterday, 
but the truth of the report was confirm- 
ed by a prominent official there. 

Negotiations for the purchase of im- 
mense tracts of the most valuable coal 
lands e\cr discovered in the I'uget 
sound country have progressed favor- 
ably, and the trade will probably lie 
consummated very soon. It is under- 
stood the scheme contemplates tho in- 
vestment by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany of an amount reaching into tho 
millions. 

Negotiations include not only pur- 
chase of large coal fields but building of 
a road connecting them with tide water 
tit a point not yet announced. Whether 
this road will be built by tho .Southern 
Pacific or Northern Pacific is also ono 
of the problems of the situation at 
present. 

Another feature ot the scheme will 
be the establishment of a line of col- 
liers between the terminus of the coal 
tield and San Francisco

shocking Holier Explosion, 

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 22. — This morn- 
ing an explosion occurred at Armour 
Cudaby's packing house at South Omaha, 
which resulted in the instant death of 
at least one man and tho subsequent 
death of another, and which may be 
followed by the death of many others. 
The explosion occurred in the boiler 
room ol the old packing house, where is 
located a battery of nine boilers, two of 
which are reserves. The outside 
boiler of this battery burst, tear- 
ing great holes in the walls 
of the machinery department adjoining. 
The noise of the explosion soon attract- 
ed a great army of packing house em- 
ployes to the scene, where, beneath the 
ruins, perhaps twenty-five men lay 
wounded. An alarm of lite was prompt- 
ly sounded and lhe lire department soou 
arrived ou the scene, joining forces with 
the Armour Cudahy tiro department, 
and the two quelled the flames. A 
crowd of 100 men went to work on the 
debris, hurriedly working lo relieve the 
sufferers, and in a short time had the 
dead and injured removed and taken to 
St. Joseph's Hospital. The cuuso of the 
explosion is yet to be determined, but it 
is probable that the wall of the boiler 
room caused the explosion by falling on 
the boiler. Tho loss will reach many 
thousands of dollars.

A good dual has been said and written 

lately about the manner in winch the 
finances of the city have been managed 
It ia said that the Council has spent 
money too lavishly, and that it has nr. 
propriated loans which were raised for 
special purposes for services, the ex- 
pense of which ought to have been de- 
frayed out of the general revenue. 
Tho charges of extravagance aud 
misappropriation of funds have not 
been met. The Council has been silent. 

We think that this policy of silence 
is neither proper or politic. The rate- 
payers have a right to hear full explana- 
tions with respect to what has boon 
done with the money. Lt will not do to 
say that tho City accounts have been 
published and that with tho informa- 
tion which they contain before them, 
tho ratepayers returned all the members 
of last year's Council who presented 
themselves for election, lt is quite 
probable that a largo number, perhaps a 
majority of the' ratepayers, did not 
examine thoso accounts, but taking for 
granted that everything was all right 
Uicy voted for the old Councillors, ll 
is since the election that the financial 
management of the Council has been 
called in question. 

Jf the ratepayers had not been called 
upon to vote more loans for the city it 
might, perhaps, have boon best to say 
very little of the policy pursued last 
year. The new Council would have 
tho opportunity of administering ill 
affairs of the. city for twelve month 
economically and judiciously, and when 
they appeared beforo the electors next 
year the mistakes of the year ISS'J 
might bo in a great measure, if not alto- 
gether, corrected. 

But the Council cannot get through 
tho year without applying for power to 
borrow more money. Tho ratepayers 
cau either give the Board of Aldermen 
that power, or they can withhold it. 
Nothing is more natural than for the 
ratepayers, when they are required to 
vote for more loan by-laws, to ask what 
has been done with tho proceeds of the 
loans voted last year ? The Councillors 
should have anticipated this question. 
They should not have given merely the 
accounts of last year as they are made up 
by the Treasurer, but they should have 
published with them a full and clear ac- 
count of the City's transactions in bucIi 
a form that intelligent citizens, whether 
they are versed in book-keeping or not, 
could understand their" nature and be 
able to form a clear idea of the present 
condition of the City's finances. 

This is what is done every year in the 
Legislature. The Finance Minister is 
required not only to give a detailed ac- 
count of receipts and expenditure, but 
he is bound to lay before the representa- 
tives of the people and the country the 
fullest explanations as to what he has 
done with thu money ho received, and 
what he intends to do with what he ex- 
pects to get. This exposition is called 
the "budget speech," and it is made 
every year as u matter of course. Some 
such statement as this is required of the 
City Council. Ami when it is not made 
the critics of its financial management 
have things all tl eir own way. The 
citizens naturally conclude that critic- 
isms which are not replied to are un- 
answerable. 

f f hist year's Council made mistakes — 
if it spent money which it was not au- 
thorized to spend it is surely best to let 
the citizens know what has been done, 
what is the naturo and what is the ex- 
tent of the mismanagement. 

As far as we can learn, no one thinks 
of accusing the council, or any member 
of it, of anything that looks like dishon- 
esty. There is no talk of jobbery, lt 
is not saiil that this or that alderman is 
getting rich at the public expense. The 
money that has been .spent has, it ap- 
pears, all been spent for public purposes. 
Whether the expenditure has been wise 
or unwise, economical or wasteful, it has 
all been intended for the city's benefit. 
The worst charge that is brought against 
tho Council is, as far as We can learn, 

mismanagement, This being the case 

the Council should take the ratepayers 

into its confidence. 

There are some who say it is not safe 
to trust the Council with more money 
and who advise the ratepayers to refuse 
all loans for any purpose whatever, (bit 
would not this bo like cutting off the 
nose to spite the face V The money is in- 
tended for the city's use, not for the 
Council's. If the works on which 
the money ia to bo spent are required, 
will it be wise to refuse this yoar'» 
Council money to go on with them be- 
causu lust year's Council expended 
money unwisely and in ways for w htoll 
they had no authority 1 Would it not 
bo better to vote the money for improve- 
ments that are needed, tuking care that 
it should not be misappropriated. It 
will not do for the city to stand still 
now. It is seen that the Council needs 

money for its immediate requirement*. 
The city will be injured, and no one 
will be benefited, if that money iy with- 

held. H is most important that the 
city's credit be maintained. The or- 
dinary work of the city must go on. [f 
an engineer uses more oil than ia requir- 
ed by the machinery which he runs, the 
owner of HlO engine would not be so 

fopiislt as to stop his supply ol oil alto- 
gether. He iriUSt, for bis own sake,

UUli STREET CARS. 

Yestorday will bo looked upon as an 
era iu the history of Victoria, The 
starting of street cars shows that the 
city has arrived at an important stage 
in tho path of progress. That memora- 
ble event indicates that the city has ad- 
vanced, and is advancing. It is the 
result of a period of prosperity, and it 
will bo a oausc of still greater prosper- 
ity. The street cara uro at once a sign 
of progress, and a means of progress. 
They will, no doubt, besides being a 
very great convenience to the inhabi- 
tants of the city of all classes, must 
materially aid in its further advance- 
ment. 

The establishment of a street ear ser- 
vice will at once very considerably in- 
crease the area of the city and "ill 
make available many lovely spots which 
wore a few months ago considered too 
distant from the centre of business to 
bo valuable for the sites of residences, 
nd it will bring tho country near to 
the poor man and the poor lean a 
hildren. We believe it will be hard t" 
overestimate the value to this eity ot 
the street car service. 

That the street ears are running 
through our city to-day is in a great 
part duo to the foresight, tho energy 
-md the persevorence of the 
Hon. David \V. Higgius. lb- whs 
ino of the first of our citizens 
.vho saw that the time had come to 
establish a street car service in Victoria. 
I'liorc were many difficulties in the way 
of carrying out such a project. Dm 
when a man of Mr. Higgius" intelligence 
and ability is possessed of an idea it n 
not long beforo he imparts part .it' lib 
enthusiasm to others. The project ir 
his hands was not lung in assuming a 
practical shape, and when the company 
was formed be was, as a matter .,[ 
course, elected as its President. For 
more than a year he has spared neither 
labor nor thought in carrying out l he 
enterprise, and yesterday he had the 
satisfaction of seeing the line he had 
done so much to establish started uudei 
the most promising auspices. We most 
sincerely congratulate Mr. Higgius. tie 
directors of tho compmy and the 
other public-spirited citizens "ho have 
worked with him, on the splendid re- 
sult already attained. We do not 
hesitate to say that Victoria has to-day 
as fine a street car service as is to be 
found in the world. 



WELL DONE. 

We are glad to see that tho whole 
British contingent in Ottawa supported 
tho Government on the language ques- 
tion. In taking the course they did, 
they voted to secure peace and harmony 
in tho Dominion, and they voted to 
avert a hitter contest between French 
and English, Protestants and Catholics. 
There is no doubt that the religious 
question was at the bottom of Mr. Mc 
Carthy's resolution. Tho demand to 
discontinue French us an official lan- 
guage in the North-west Territories was 
the first move in tho Equal Rights cam- 
paign. Its success would have been the 
signal for a fight on race and religious 
issues all along the line from Cape Bre- 
ton to Vancouver Island. That the 
members from British Columbia to a 
man voted on the side of toleration ami 
concord ia something to lie proud of. We 
believe that the great majority of theil 
constituents will heartily approve the 
action they have taken in this very iio 
portant crisis in the history of the Do- 
minion. British Columbians are, as a 
people, liberal. They I, ate bigotry in 
whatever form it may take, and they 
despise narrowness of all kinds. What 
they look for in a man i- manliness, and 
when they find it they care very little 
whether the man speaks 1" reach or Eng- 
lish, whether he is a Protestant or a 
Roman Catholic. They ore, too, Btrong 
upholders of provincial rights. The) 
will not allow, if they cm help it, the 
people of tho other provinces to inter- 
fere in their affairs, and they are quite 
willing to permit every one of the 
other members of the Confederation 
to manage its affairs us best suit! 
its own circumstances and the wishes 
of the majority of its inhabitants. 
This being the onsc they have 
no sympathy with tin: men who wish to 
interfere with tie domestic affairs of 
Quebec and the Northwest Territories. 

Tho six British Columbia inembi - 
who stood by Sir John Macdouald on 
Friday truly represented the population 
of this province. It is not in u British 
Columbian, old-timer or tenderfoot, to 
desert a partner in u pinch or to 
abandon a leader when lie is iu ii diffi- 
culty. Wo are very far from believing 
that a man should vote with his partj 
on all occasions or that he should follow 
his leader with blind subiniasivenesa; but 
there are times when men should he as 
true aa steel, and wneu no curt lily con 
iideration is strong enough to prevail on 
him to deaort the cause ho has espoused. 
Tho crisis in Ottawa was ono of those 
times, and when the test was applied 
we are proud to know that not one 
British Columbia member was found 
wanting. 

A TYRANNICAL HE I'll V.l.lC. 

The arrival in Paris of a young man, 
who has just attained his twenty-first 
year, has greatly excited, not only the 
citizens of tho gay capital, but tho in 
habitants of the whole of France. This 
lad came to bis native land to enter the 
army - a duty which is incumbent on 

all Frenchmen of his age, natter 

what may bo their birth or their posi- 
tion in society. He canio urattonded 
and unheralded, lie issued no mani- 
festo. There was nothing threaten- 
ing in hia attitude. llu did mil hing to 
attract public attention. Still his un- 
pretentious advent created Q sen . it ion in 
the country and disturbed its govern- 
ment, Why was this '!

most OS soon lis he presented himself at 
tho Government office, was arrested and 
mado a prisoner. He was tried and sen- 
tenced to two years imprisonment. But 
the only crime he had committed was 
that he is tho son of I is father. The 
Legislature of the Republic, in an hour 
of weakness, passed a law forbidding 
members of tho Royal Family to enter 
France. The enactment of that law 
showed that tho Republic had no confi- 
dence in itself, and that its Government 
did not trust tho people. If the majority 
of the citizens of France are republicans 
from conviction its rulers need not fear 
the presence on French soil of any mem- 
ber of its late Royal Family. The mem- 
bers of that family should be allowed be 
ed to live in their own country as 
ordinary oitiaeus. So long as they 
ibeyed the laws of the Republic they 
had a right to bo protected by the 
State. II they violated those laws they, 
like other citizens, exposed themselves 
to punishment. But it was unwise, 
unfair and an indication of weakness, to 
legislate against a family the members 
of which had been guilty of no crime. 
The foolishness of such legislation ia now 
apparent, The Duke of Orleans, know- 
ing that he bad done nothing to deserve 
punishment, visited his native land in 
defiance of the sentence of exile pro- 
nounced against his family. The author- 
ities treated him .is an evil-doer, found 
him guilty of being a Bourbon and I sen- 
tenced him to two years' imprisonment. 
But now that he has been tried and 
convicted the Government do not know 
vvhat-to do with him. The people of 
Fiance know that ho has done 110 
Ike courageous lad has with 
sympathies of millions ol 
,n and French women. To punish 
malofactor would therefore bo 
1 an outrage by these people, 
the people of tin- civilized 
the absurdity and the cruelty 
of punishing this young man, who has 
done nothing but what in any other 
youny man would be considered a praise- 
worthy act. ''.'ho conscience of France 
is nut with its government in treating 
the Due d'Oi leans as a criminal, and its 
members cannot but know that they 
would bring upon themselves tho con- 
tempt of the whole world if they 
acted towards him with harshness. 
The) cannot expect to be leniently 
judged by the nations who have a re- 
ipect for royalty, and none will con- 
demn the injustice with which the Duko 
of Orleans is treated with greater se- 
verity than true Republicans, for the 
principle which they hold most sacred 
is that all men arc equal before the law. 
To condemn a family to exile, and to all 
the inconveniences and disabilities that 
exile implies, not because those compos- 
ing it have done wrong, but for fear 
they may at some time in the future do 
wrong, is contrary to this principle, and 
does violence to tho sense of justice 
cherished by all honest and intelligent 
men, no matter w hat form of Govern- 
ment they prefer.

A M'LD WINTER I N PEPYS' TIME. 

A correspondent sends tho following 
extiact from Pepys's Diary, which is very 
illustrative of the dangers of a mild win- 
ter. After recording in August, 1GG1, "a 
sickly time both in the city and country 
everywhere (of a sort of fever) that never 
was heard of almost unless it was in a 
plague time." he makes on the loth of 
January, 1G62, the following remarkable 
entry: — 

"15 January, 1CG2. * * * A fast 
day ordered by the Parliament to pray for 
more seasonable weather; it having hither- 
to been summer weather, that it is. both 
us to warmth and every other thing, just 
as it it were the middle of May oi June, 
which do hreaten a plague (a- all mop 
think) to follow, for so it was almost the 
last winter; and the whole year after hath 
been a very sickly time to this day.' 1 

Tho impartiality of the prevailing dis- 
order, which has been just as active in the 
breezy Chiltern Hills as in South Ken- 
sington or Hoxton, is as noticeable in tin- 
present winter as it was two centuries 
ago. The chief difference is that Parlia- 
ment it not now sitting in January, and 
would not order a fast day if it were, re- 
membering, possibly, that the fast day 
ordered in 1662 did not prevent the plague 
a few years afterward. — Pull Mull. Gazette.

THE AFGHAN ARMY. 

How it is Supplied With Arms aud 
Ammunition. 



A Flrst-chiss Plant Kor Jinking Martini-Henry 
Utiles Imported from England 
to Cabnl. 

The whole of tho Ameer's "army at pre- 
sent numbers about 50,000 men, and for 
these the workshops in Kabul have so far 
been able to turn out annually about two 
cartridges for each man, each cartridge 
having to bo made by hand. Mr. Thomas 
B. Pyne has succeeded in creating in 
Kabul two niuchinos for making solid- 
drawn, Martini-Henry cartridges, which 
are capable of turning out 10,000 cart- 
ridges per hour. He has also got from 
one of the very best firms in England the 
whole of the plant for making Martini- 
Henry rifles, and tho whole of this ma- 
chinery is set up in Kabul at the present 
time. Not only this, but thero are two 
English mechanics in Kabul now, both 
specialist-', one in cartridge making, and 
the other in the manufacture of rillo 
barrels. The whole of these works aro in 
Kabul today, but so fur not a single cart- 
ridge or a single rillo barrel has been 
turned out. Mr. Pyne has just gone now 
to England to bring out some more plant; 
he is due in Kabul a month after the next. 
Moslem fast of Ram/.an. When he returns 
the Workshops will be put in full swing 
without delay. Afghanistan has for a very 
long time past been a most important fac- 
tor of consideration in the foreign policy 
of India up to the present time w hen am- 
munition has been made by hand, aud 
100,000 rounds has been the maximum 
that could be turned out annually. Sure- 
ly, when once the workshops are opened 
in Kabul, and are making solid-drawn 
cartridges at the rate of 20,000 per hour, 
-two machines), then, as a factor in our 
foreign policy, the Afghan army will be of 
greatly enhanced value. — Civil and Mili- 
tary Gazelle.

The Fyfu Marriage Settlement— "What Bacteria 
Are-Loni;rvlty of Eiitf lisu 
Public Men, 

Tho great majority of theso niicroBeopio 
plants are what botanists call bacteria, the 
smallest form of vegetable life. So small 
are they that it would take, in some cases, 
as many as lifteen thousand of thorn ar- 
ranged in a row to extend an inch. Thoy 
have different forms, some being round, 
some oval, some rod shaped and others 
much the shape of a corkscrew or spiral. 
In all cases thoy are so small that olio 
needs a powerful microscopo to study 
them, and in no case can we perceive them 
with the naked eye. When countless mil- 
lions of them are grouped together in a 
mass or colony wo can see thorn about as 
we aro able to see at a great distance an 
approaching army, of which wo aro totally 
unable to distinguish a single soldier. 

We have said that these bacteria move 
about, and this is true of most of them, 
although there aro some which do not ap- 
pear to move at all, but remain fixed 
whore they find a good feeding place. 
Those that have motion behave in a very 
peculiar manner, some wobble about in 
one place without moving forward in tho 
least; others dart hither and thither, back 
and forth, at, an apparently furious rate, 
rocking and twirling about, and turning a 
hundred somersaults as they move along. 

Bacteria multiply very rapidly and they 
do this in a very strange way. A single 
onn breaks itself iu two; then each half 
grows to bo as large as tho first. Then 
these, in turn, divide up again, and soon, 
until from a single one wo have many 
thousands in a short time. To givo you 
the figures, such as they are, a singla one 
can multiply at so enormous a rate that iu 
forty-eight hours it can produce something 
like L'80,000,000,000 of bacteria Great 
consequences follow this enormous increase 
of bacteria; for, while one which is so 
small in itself can do little, the vast army 
rosul ing from the multiplication of one is 
able to accomplish much. - Professor 
Frederick 1>. Cluster, in SI. Nichelat.

THE FYFE MARRIAGE SETTLE- 
MENT. 

So many guessoe at the future provis- 
ion for Princess Louise of Wales, Duchess 
of Fyfe, have been made that it may bo of 
interest to give the effect of the Fyfe 
marriage settlements. It is thus:— III tho 
event of the Duke of Fyfe predeceasing 
his wife, tho trustees shall pay to the 
princess a jointure of $35,000 per annum, 
in half-yearly payments, in advance, dur- 
ing such time as she may remain unmar- 
ried. There is also placed in the trustees' 
hands a sum of $100,000 to provide a 
dower-house for the princess, wdio will be 
paid the interest upon it until such resi- 
dence is provided, st, her own request, in 
lieu thereof. In the event of the Princess' 
re-marriage, the annuity will bo reduced 
by one-half, and tho dower-house, or un- 
appropriated part of the invested sum, 
will revert to tho children for whom othor 
provision is also made. — Ex. 



A NEW PACIFIC ISLAND. 

Tho last addition to tho volcanic isles of 
tho South Pacific has been recently sur- 
veyed and mapped by Captain Oldham, of 
tho British surveying ship, Egeria. In the 
submarine eruption of I SOT its nuclous 
was thrown up fiom a part of tho ocean 
floor 0,000 feet deep, about .'10 miles west 
(J Nainuka Island, one of the Friendly or 
Tonga archipelago. It is composed almost 
entirely of ashes, cinders and volcanic 
bombs. Tho now hind, now very much 
larger than when first discovered by tho 
ollicors of H. M. S. Falcon, from which it 
is named may yet become one of the finest 
and most fertile isles that deck tho broad 
bosom of the South Pacific, and a bone of 
contention betweon rival nations.— N. Y.

Captain Nelson shows 
small traces of tho privations which are 
now officially registered in maps of Africa 
under the name, 'Nelson's Starvation 
Camp.' Utterly unable to move or to be 
carried ho was left 10 days with one pot 
of marmalade, ono bottle of brandy, ono 
pot of Liebig's extract and ono tin of con- 
densed milk. Of his fifty-two followers, 
live survived." 



THE SULTAN'S MAGNIFICENT 
GIFTS. 

The German Emperor and Empress 
have been busy of late in unpacking and 
arranging tho innumerable and magnifi- 
cent gifts presented to them by the Sul- 
tan. A correspondent at the Berlin court 
writes that those of the Emperor include 
a splendid sword, valued at not less than 
§7' r >,000. The blado is an old Damascus 
one, of remarkable beauty, being engraved 
with sentences from the Koran. The hilt 
is studded with emeralds and diamonds. 
Thero are also whole cartloads of the finest 
Turkish cigarettes, which were especially 
made for his Majesty, and a quantity of 
smoking necessaries, of which may be 
mentioned a chobook of amber, covered 
with precious stones, and a tobacco casket 
with the Sultan's initials m Turkish. The 
presents of tho Empress include a pair of 
agratios, composed of the most superb dia- 
monds, from which hang strips of pearls 
and diamonds, which can be formed into 
a collar. The value of this gift alone is 
said to be ?12f>,000. Her Majesty has also 
received a quantity of costly silks, tine 
Oriental carpets, fans, shawls, embroider- 
ed slippers, and other articles too numer- 
ous to mention. Perhaps, however, the 
most graceful act of the SulLm has been 
to send her Majesty a portrait of her con- 
sore, painted especially for tho Sultan by 
an Italian master, which was hung, with 
great tact, in her Majesty's bedroom at 
Yildiz Kiosk. Finally, his Majesty has 
sent tho Emperor, Empress and Prince 
Henry of Prussia each a magnificent horse 
of pure Syrian breed. — Ex. 



ROYAL SIGN AT U R E S . 

The Queen's signature to State docu- 
ments is still a model of firmness and legi- 
bility, no sign of her Majesty's advanced 
ate being discernible in the boldly written 
"Victoria R," which she attaches to such 
papers as havo to bear her royal autograph. 
There aro veteran statesmen living who 
will remember that tho question of the 
signing of State documents by the Sover- 
eign became ono of considerable import- 
ance in the last months of George IV. 's 
reign. During this period his Majesty 
was in such a debilitated state that the 
writing of numerous autographs was prac- 
tically impossible for him, and under these 
circumstances a short bill was hurriedly 
passed through Parliament authorizing the 
King to allix a facsimile of his autograph 
by means of an inked stamp. It was also 
provided, however, in the bill that George 
should before stamping each document 
givo his verbal assent to it in a specified 
form. The Duke of Wellington was in 
office at tho time, and it was often his 
duty to lay certain documents before tho 
King for his approval. One day the "Iron 
Duke," noticing that his Majesty was 
stamping the papers before him without 
repeating tho prescribed verbal formulary, 
ventured to enter a respectful but firm 
protest. Thu King, much irritated, ex- 
claimed :--"D - it, what can it signify/" 
"Only this, sir," replied the Duke, "that 
tho law requires it." George IV. said 
110 more, but at once began to repeat the 
requisite formulary as he stamped each of 
the remainingdocuments." London Figaro. 

A PECULIAR CHAR AC PER. 

Thomas Banks, one of tho mi st peculiar 
characters that ever lived in Alabama, 
died at Montgomery, Ala., Thursday. Be 
was industrious and miserly, and had ac- 
cumulated an estate valued at $200,000. 
Fifteen years ago ho had an handsome 
mausoleum erected in the city cemetery, 
and directed that ho and his brother 
should bo laid to rest there together.

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DEBK AND THEM HIDES. 

To TIMS EDITOR : I was glatl to ace a 
letter in the last W b'hklt Colonist on 
tin: preservation of deer, and BUggetting 
menus wnerebv tlio killing for hides 
may bo Btoppeu. 

I have .spont tlio greater part of my 
time, since the middle of taut October, 
in traveling through tlio Thompson, 
Nicola, and Similkameou valley, and 1 
can fully testify to the immense 
slaughter of deer that has taken place 
in these districts during the ttast season, 
simply for the skins, and this occurred 
mostly from the middle of November to 
the middle of January. In Nicola, a 
storekeeper expressed himself to mo by 
Haying that the Indians had "simply 
been bringing them (the bides) in by 
sleigh loads." 1 believe, when the ship- 
ment for the season has finished, the 
output from the Nicola valley aiono 
will be fully 20,(100 lbs. 

1 have stopped with, and conversed 
with, many ranchers throughout the 
valleys mentioned, and each ouo bore 
witness to the largo quantity of deer 
that had been killed in his particular 
locality by the Indians for nothing bat 
their hides. I believe tho same thing 
has taken place through tho Okanagan 
and Chillicoten districts. When 
travelling on the P>onaparto, at tho end 
of January, I met a teamster with a 
load of I7'i00 lbs. of deer skins, and he 
told iue that he had been bringing a 
similar load into Ashcroft station every 
two weeks during the winter. 

As this destruction has now been 
going on for several years, I should 
think it is fully time that, something 
should be done to preservo tho deor 
from the hands of the exterminators; in 
Ontario certain kinds of deer became so 
scarce that in 1888 it was found neces- 
sary to entirely prohibit, by law, killing 
them for live years. Let us hope that 
no such law will be found necessary in 
British Columbia a few years hence. 

I quite agree with your correspondent 
that tho best way to strike at the root 
of tho evil, is to prohibit altogethoi the 
exportation of hides, for when store- 
keepers will no longer buy, then the 
Indians will no longer kill, and to at- 
tempt to suppress tho crime by any 
other means will be a useless expeuso of 
time and money.

TRAVELLING AGENTS AND 
THEIR CUSTOM ERS. 

To the EDITOR: Noticing, amongst 
your local items yesterday, that the licens- 
ing committee have decided to charge 
travelling foreitrn tailors a license of at 
least $50. Now, would it not be as well 
to charge in other lines equally as well, 
for this reason: Travelers come to this 
city and pretend to sell only whole- 
sale and to do a wholesale business, 
whereas it is well known that, 
with hut very few exceptions, they will 
sell a small lot to any and every one 
who will purchase, and at generally the 
Mine rate to the retail dealer as to the 
wholesale merchant. As the merchant 
. pays license, city and provincial taxes, 
I would ask in tho name of common 
sense what right a traveler from an- 
other province has to come here and sell 
his wares without paying an cijiial 
revenue as well as the merchant? 

There is, however, rather an amusing 
incident connected with this complaint 
on the part of the tailors, that they 
themselves bought a certain article 
from those very travelers, that can be 
procured from several firms in this city 
at as low price as it can be imported by 
thom from either Montreal or Toronto. 
In pruof of this the writer is willing to 
put up §10, to go to either charities or 
hospitals, of what they assert. This is 
not in any >vuy intended as a bet, but in 
proof of tho foregoing. This, I am sorry 
to say however, is not confined to tail- 
ors, Gut to numbers of merchants and 
others about the city who send East for 
their clothing, boots and shoes, dry 
goods, books, hardware, furniture, etc., 
etc. Now, this manner of sending 
east for goods by mail or express is not 
confined to private citizens, but very 
often to the dealers themselves, who 
send away for articles they can pur- 
chase as cheaply here, and yet with 
marvelous effrontery these very same 
class of men expect patronage from the 
parties whom they fail to purchase from 
legitimately. Moreover, an instance is 
known here where a journalist bought 
bis furniture in Toronto, and after it ar- 
rived here had the assurance to ask a 
well-known furniture manufacturer for 
an advertisement. Well, it was given 
perhaps. 

On the foregoing complaint t lie word 
foreign and foreigner is mentioned. 
Now the traveling tailors generally hail 
from Winnipeg, Brandon, Hamilton, 
Toronto, etc., so that it is evident that 
by Eastern Canada they mean foreign. 

1 will give you my definition of a 
foreigner under their separate heads : 

1st. A foreigner is an alien, a person 
owing allegiance to some other country 
than this. 

2nd. A foreigner is a'resi dent a mongst 
us having no vole or taking no interest 
in the country beyond what he can take 
away or send out of it for the benefit of 
himself and his country. 

3d. A foreigner is a citizen resident 
doing business, a British subject per- 
haps, but who, thinking he can save two 
cents, will purchase the same class of 
goods east that can lie obtained hero at 
equally as low prices, freight and 
charges included, (theso are not China- 
men in Chinatown, for they buy from 
each othei ) but an undesirable class who 
are enemies of this fair country, and 
who try to build up eastern merchants 
and manufacturers at the expense of 
British Columbia. .Such class of 
men, to my ideas, aro foreigners and 
enemies of British Columbia- generally 
and this oily in particular. 

1 trust that in the near future there 
will bu an organization or a mercantile 
protective association whose duty it 
will be to show up this class of residents 
rchants who patronize outside 
!Sj and allow those in their 
subsist as best they may. In 
on 1 would Htato that there are 
number of merchants and others 
city, old residents in particu- 
lar, who purchase all in tho city and 
country that can be procured, and do 
not send their money abroad to build 
up eastern petty capitalists, and who, 
as well as the writer, is British Co- 
lumbia first last and all the time.
